Graduates 

The Council recognised that persons duly qualificd from 
The Institute but yet to complete requisite pratical training 
in cost accounting for purpose of admission to Membership 
of the Institute were disabled to maintain link with the Insti 
tute as after passing the examination , they could not enjoy any 
status in the Institute. The Council, therefore , framed Regu 
lations, with the approval of the Central Government, creating 
a separate cadre called " Grad . CWA " . Qualified persons 
though not members of the Institute , will, on admission to 
this cadre enjoy certain facilities hitherto not available 10 
them . Admission to this cadre will be on payment of an 
admission fee of Rs 40 and an annual subscription of the 
sume amount, but will not require any practical training. The 
person , so admitted will be entitled to use the letters " Grad 
CWA " after their names to indicate that they have passed 
the prescribed examinations of the Institute though not ad 
milt d vet to membership of the Institute . These Regulations 
have been brought into effect from 1st April 1973 
Sindentship 

The nuniber of students iegistered with the Institute in the 
year 1972 -73 WHs 11.118 , as against 6850 in the previous year, 
The lolal number of Registered Students as on 31st March 
1973 was over 25 .000 . 
Llantinations 

The Intermediate , Final and Management Accountancy 
Examinations were hold , as usual, at the 26 regular centres 
in July 1972 und January 1973 . The total number of candi 
dates who completed these examinations in the above two 
tems were 490 409 and 13 respectively . 

A summary of the results is given in Appendix I 
Coaching 

With the increase in the number of students registering with 
the Institute , cnrolments both for postal and oral coaching 
indicuted a rising trend during the year. The number of 
students enrolled for postal coaching was 3313 for the Inter 
mediate and 634 for the Final course - an increase of 26 % 
over the coresponding figures for the previous year, 

During the year , there were 28 recognised institutions im 
purting oil couching. Of these , 3 institutions were authorised 
10 coach students for the final course . The number of students 
enrolled during the vear for oral coaching by various institu 
tions were 3699 ( 3644 for Intermediate und 55 for Final 
course ) . The growth rate during the year, compared to the 
coiresponding enrolment figures for th last year, was about 
22 % 

It was decided to introduce with effect from 1st April 1973 
semester pattern of classes for oral coaching and the minimum 
period of such coaching was increas d to 18 months, le six 
months for each group of a course , Intermediate or Final . 

During the year. extensive revision and re -writing of the 
Sluidy material for postul coaching was undertaken to meet 
the needs of the revised syllabus which came into effect from 
141 April 1973 ,

During the year, further improvements in the quality of 
th . Insti ute s Journal “ The Management Accountant " were 
possible dur to active cooperation of many members , Articles 
covering wide range of subjects were published It contained 
Important news and notes and several notifications issued by 
the Institute or the Government. Several articles written for 
students also featured in the Joumal. It has been used by 
many members as a medium of exchange of views. It is 
heartening to note that the circulation of the Journal increased 
hy 75 % ,

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Research 

During the year 1972- 73 two Research Publications were 
released . The first one, the Break -oven Concept and its Prac 
tical Dimensions was released in May 1972 and the second 
one . Financing Asset Replacement in March 1973 . Incidentally , 
this study was prepared by Dr . M . S , Srinivasan a senior 
member of the Institute , In addition to research works 
already published by the Institute , the Research Directorate 
completed three more research studies, detalls of which are 
given below : 
( 1 ) Cost and Quality Control - -prepared by Shri 

Asutosh Sett. MSC AICWA, Research Officer in the 

Directorate . 
( 2 ) Management Accounting Problems in Small Scale 

Industries in lndia with Case Studies - - prepared by 
Shri Dipak Sen, MCOM , AICWA, Research Officer in 

the Directorate . 
( 3 ) Cost of Banking Operations - prepared by Shri Arun 

· Kumar Ghose , MA, Research Officer in the Directorate . 
The research project undertaken by the Directorate on 
comparative efficiency of fertiliser industry in India , 1961-62 
to 1970 -71 has recorded good progress during the year 1972 
73. For the purposo of this protect the Institute received 
grants from the Indian Council of Social Science Research , 
New Delhi. The Director of Research of the Institute is 
directing this project. On assignment by the Indian Council 
of Social Science Research , the Institute, through Director of 
Research , completed and submitted to the ICSSR , the Ro 
search Surycy in Public Enterprises in India . The cost of 
the survey was borne by the ICSSR . 

Three Research Schemes have been undertaken by our 
members in different parts of the country . Dr M . D . Apte . 
HCOM , ESC ( ECON ) (LONDON ) , PHD , AICWA, has undertaken 
a project on Rationale of Wage Fixation in selected industries 
in India , Dr. S . K . Chakraborty , MCOM , PHD , ASCWA, has 
undertaken a project on Cost of Capital and Debt/ Equity 
Financing with reference to selected units in different indus 
tries in India . Third Research Project taken up by Shri U . 
Pancras, BCOM . AICWA, is on Optimum Capital and its Retum 
is an Index of Efficiency . These studies arc being pursued 
by the above scholars in right carnest and are at different 
Stages of progress.

Amendments to Regulations 
und framing of rul: s under the Regulations for this purpose 
have already been undertaken . The effect of integration will 
be that the Chapters will become parts of the Institute and 
their status as voluntary association will be lost. 
Disciplinary Matters 

One complaint made under Section 21 of the Cost and 
Works Accountants Act was received in the year, Enquiric , 
under this section arc pending with the Council. 
Prize Distribution 

The Annual Prize Distribulion Cercniony was held at 
Madrus on 14th April 1973 al which Shri N . P . Sen , Chair 
man, Indian Airlines and Principal, Administrative Staff 
College of India llyderabad , was tbe Chief Guest . At this 
ceremony, various prizes were presented to their winners and 
Merit Certificates were awarded to those who demonstrated 
special merits in the cxaminations held in January 1972 and 
July 1972 A list of the prizes awarded in the above two 
examinations is given in Appendix II .

In coursc of the year, four Management Development Pro 
grammes for ciccutives at various levels , drawn from various 
fields in industries were organised . The first programme was 
it six - day part-time course on “ Working Capital Management 
und Control" conducted in September 1972, followed by an 
other course on " Managing Materials - An Integrated Optimi. 
sation Approach " in December 1972 . A tailor-made six - day 
wholetine course on " Cost and Financial Accounting Tech 
niques " was conducted for Officers of the Director Gepcral 
Ordnance Factories Organisation in January 1973. Tho other 
programme was a six - day part-time course On " Project Manage 
ment - An Evaluation System for Optimisation " condacted in 
March 1973 . 

In addition to the above , a threc - day whole - time course on 
" Corporate Planning and Control" for senior levels of mapage . 
ment was presented , at a special invitation, by Dr. J . M . S . 
Risk , CA , RCMA, J -DIP - MA , immodiato past President of the 
Institute of Cost and Management Accountants , London , in 
March 1973. Tho topico dealt with by him were broadly 
corporate planning and return on investment including fidan 
cial models , methods of raising the return on investment and 
improving productivity and profits . The participants re 
presented a cross- section of industrial, commercial, professional 
and public service fields of India . 

Dr. Risk also spoke to large gatherings of members on 
" Trends in Management Accounting at Delhi, on " What the 
Managing Director Needs to Know " at Bangalore and on 
" Profit Planning " at Hyderabad . His other cngagements In 
cluded active participation at three -day course on " Manage 
ment Accounting" at Madras and neetings with Members 
und Students at Bombay and Jaipur. 

The year 1972 - 73 was also marked by excellent responso 
, om certain large public sector undertakings and rallways 
for conducting Management Training Programmes . adapted 
to their respective organization . Requcst has been received 
from the Chairman Audit Bourd , that a training programme 
for Government officials should be resumed by the Institute so 
as to help the manpower needs of various government depart . 
nients at senior and middle senior levels of management. 

Encouraging reaction have been received also from various 
State authorities suggesting that the services of the Instituto 
he made available on various aspects of state economic nd 
ministration where cost analysis , waste elimination , utilization 
of resources, productivity normy and establishment of system 
ure of paramount importance . 

All these activities which have been initiated necd a close 
progress and the year 1973 - 74 must not only record advance 
in various directions but register 11 consolidation of activities 
started in 1972- 73 .

The Fifteenth All India Cost Conference organised by the 
Western India Regional Council , was held at Bombay in tho

The Regional Councils have been carrying on the functions 
as defined in Regulation 116 . Apart from running coaching 
classes for students . their activities covered holding of occa 
sional lectures, debates , group discussions. Seminars and 
conferencos . A few factory visits were also arranged . Moet 
ings with practising Cost Accountants to discussmatters of 
professional developments and probloms arising therefroni 
were also organised and proved to be useful Advising 
students on rules and regulations , course contents and methods 
of studies featured well amongst their activities. The library 
and reading room facilities have been further enlarged . 

The Councll records with deep regret the death of Shri 
G . V . Dabholkar , while he was Chairman of the Western 
India Regional Council . 
Chapters of Cost Accountants 

During the year, one more Chapter of Cost Accountants 
was recognised by the Council , bringing the total number of 
recognised Chapters to 33 as on 31st March 1973 . These 
Chapters continued to render valuable services to members 
and students by holding lecture meetings, discussions different , 
courses etc and extending library facilitios to them Some 
of these Chapters are also running oral classes under the 
compulsory coaching scheme. During the year seminars were 
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Pacific Accountants to be held from 4th to 10th November 
1973 at Bangkok , Thailand . A technical paper has also been 
decided to be presented on behalf of the Institute . 
The Institute 

In vi w of the fact that the functions of the Cost Accountant 
have greatly changed and ho is more a Management Accoun 
tant today than a Cost Accountant, the Council is of the vicw 
that the present namc of the Institute docs not reflect the 
type of persons who composo its membership . The Council 
therefore , recommended to the Central Government that the 
name of the Institute should be changed to " The Institute of 
Cost and Management Accountants of India " through an 
amendment to the Cost and Works Acountants Act, 


Members Description 

Under the present provision of the Cost and Works 
Accountants Act a member of the Institute is described as a 
" Cost Accountant" . It is well known that this is a description 
assigned by long usage to a functionary who performs cost 
accounting functions and is not reflective of his professional 
attainment. For this reason , it is also difficult to enforce the 
restrictions contained in Section 24 of the Act on the use 
of the descrption by non-members. To remove this difficulty 
and also to keep in line with the su gestion for changing the 
name of the Institute , the Council recommended that the des 
cription of a member of the Instituto should be changed to 
" Chartered Cost and Management Accountant " and the qualify 
ing letters to " FICMA" and " AICMA" , through amendments 
to the Act. 
Further Amendment Suggested 

On the basis of the experience gathered from the working 
of the Cost and Works Accountants Act for the last fourteen 
years , the Council recommended several other amondmonts 
to the Act in order to remove certain difficulties / anomalies 
which the Council had encountered. All these amendments 
aro understood to be under active consideration of the Central 
Government.

Federation of Indian Chambers of 
Commerce and Industries Shri Harish Mahindra , & noted 
industrialist and Shri Viren J . Shah , Chairman , Steel Re 
Rolling Mills Association of India . The central theme of 
the Conference was " Socio -Economic Evolution - Tasks Ahead 
of the Profession " . Within the central theme. wide range 
of subjects were discussed in different Technical Sessions . 
The Technical Sessions were presided over by distinguished 
persons, such as , Shri S . Bhoothalingam , I.C .9 . 

The Technical Sessions were followed each day by social and 
culture functions which were attended by the large gatherings 
from all parts of the country . 
Tenth Inte national Congress 

The Tenth International Congress of Accountants , held at 
Sydney, Australia from 16th to 20th October 1972 , were 
attended , on behalf of the Institute , by Shri Shyamal Banerjee . 
President. Shri M . R . S . Iyengar Vice-President, and Shri 
K . K Datta immediate past-President. The main theme of 
th : Congress was “ Financial Measurement and Communica 
tion " . Papers were presented by international authors of 
whom three dealt with " Measuremont" and three with " Com 
munication ” . Based on these international papers , further 
papers were prepared by a panel of national authors, and In 
ternational Commentator prepared an International Commen 
tary after studying these papers , 

The Congress was formally opened by Sir Paul Hastuck , 
GCMG, GCVO , Governor --General of Australia . Speeches were 
given hy som• eminent persons, like Garfield Barwick , GCMO 
Pc. Chief Justice of the High Court of Australia and 
Professor A . S . Carrington , MCOM , FASA , Dean of the 
Faculty of Commerce, University of New South Wales, Over 
5000 delegates and their accompanying persons attendud the 
Congress. A programme of social events , including President s 
reception , formal dinners and entertainments, was successfully 
organised . 

At a meeting of the Heads of Delegations, the joint invita 
tions by the two accounting bodies of India to hold the next 
Congress in India in 1977, along with invitations from other 
countries, was discussed The meeting however , decided that 
the next Congres shall be held at Munich , West Germany , 

At this meeting the Report of the International Coordination 
Committee for Accountancy Profession , which was constituted 
at the Ninth Congress , was another main item in the agenda . 
While discussing this report, Shri Shyamal Baneriee stated 
that the profession has spelt out its right of independently 
laying out its charter of duties and responsibilities and the 
mann : r and methods of its services to the community and 
that its independence from Government interference should be 
ensured . He further stated that in many parts of the world 
th - Governments are participating in very large way in the 
economic life of the community . and the accountancy profes 
sion should therefore , come closer to the State authorities 
without beino subservient to the State . The Report could 
have emphasized the need for a balance . 

Regarding constitution of the Coordination Committee every 
Afth year , Shri K . K . Datta stressed the need for most demo 
cratic reprenentation from all participating bodies . He sug 
gested that ip this Committee there should be representatives 
from previous host countries and the rest from other countries 
each for a period of five years with strict rotation . Where 
there were two hodies in a particular country. hoth serving 
comolementary noeds, representation should be hy rotation 

The representation from India to the present Coordination 
Committee is still under negotiation , 

The International Congress Authorities in Wet Germany 
have now sugrested that there should he an agreed teleration 
from India The matter has been discussed with the President 
and the Secretary of the Tostitute of Chartered Accountants 
of India and the final shape of the del - cation which would 
he equally representative of the Institule of Cost & Works 
Accountants of India and the Chartered Accountants Tnstitute 
is heino worked out, 
Seventh Confrrence of Asian and Pacific Accountants 

It has been decided that a strono deferation from the Ins 
titute would attend the Seventh Conference of Asian and 


Regulations 

During the year several amendments to Cost and Works 
Accountants Regulations 1959 were carried out and were re 
ported from time to time in thc Journal of the Institute , 
" The Management Accountant" . 


Companies Act 

The Council submitted to the Central Government memo 
randa containing recommendations for certain changes in the 
Companies Act. Some of the important recommendations in 
these memoranda were ; 
( a ) Books of cost accounts maintainable under Section 

209 ( 1 ) ( d ) should be specifically and clearly ex 
cluded from the books of accounts referred to lo 

Section 227 (3 ) (b ) . 
( h ) Section 224 , dealing with automatic re -appointment 

of retiring auditor in certain circumstances should 
be made applicable mutatis mutandis to the appoint 

ment of cost auditor . 
( c ) Suitable provision should be made for appointment of 

firms of Cost Accountants as Cost Auditors. 
( 1 ) Specific provision should be made for costaudit 

being conducted by Cost Accountants alone. 
Meanwhile , comprehensive amendments to the Companies 
Act have been proposed and the Companios ( Amendment) 
Bill 1972 , has been introduced in Parliament. The Bill has 
been referred to a Joint Committee of Parliament for exami 
nation and recommendations. The salient features of the 
Amendment Bill with which the profession of Cost Accoun 
tancy is directly concerned are that 
( a ) A new proviso is contemplated to be introduced in 

Section 233B whereby the Central Government seeks 
to take power to direct that no Chertored Accountant 
shall be appointed as a Cost Auditor from a specified 
date , if the Central Government is of the opinion 
that sufficient number of Cost Accountants in prac 
tice will be available for the purpose ,

The opportunity was scized by the Council to submit a 
detailed Memorandum to the Joint Select Committee . Oral 
cvidence was also given by Institute representatives before the 
Joint Committec suggesting ceriatn further improvements in 
th : proposed amendments . 
Cost Audit 

The Notification issued by the Central Government, which 
came into effect from 1st May 1972 , enabling appointment as 
Cost Auditors or Chartered Accountants , who have passed the 
Final Examination of the Institute of Cost and Works Accoun 
tants of India or of the British Institute of Cost and Manage 
ment Accountants or Part I of the Management Accountancy 
Examination conducted by the Institute of Chartered Accoun 
tants of India , still remains in force . The Council reiterated 
that cost audit should be left to be done by Cost Accountants 
alone. as they are the most competent persons to undertake 
the job , and there was no dearth of Cost Accountants in 
practica . The Council, however hopes that the position will 
improve substantially after the Companies Act is amended , 

The industries for which Cost Accounting (Record ) Rules 
have so far been framed by the Central Government are the 
following : 

Cement. Cycle , Caustic Soda . Tyres and Tubes , Auto 
mobile Batteries, Electric Lamps , Room Airconditioners , 
Refrigerators Motor Vehicles, Electric Motors, Electric 
Fans, Agricultural Tractors, Aluminium and Vanaspati, 


It is understood ibat rules are being framed for some more 
industries. 

For the benefit of Cost Auditors. Cost and Management 
Accountants Managers and others concerned with cost 
siccounting and cost audit , the Council has been bringing out 
pamph ets on cost audit in various industries . In the series 
five pamphlets relating to industries cngaged in the manu 
14ctu c or production of Refrigerators , Electric fans , Electric 
Lamps, Caustic Soda and Electric motors were published dur 
ing the year . This brings the total number of pamphlets pub 
lished upto 31st March 1973 to 12 . 
Public Relations 

To foster public relations, a number of press conferences 
wore held in the vear when the Institute s objectives , attain 
ments and programmes were explained to representatives or the 
press. A few engagements were also made with representatives 
of commercial, industrial and governmental interests to scquaint 
them with the Institute s activities and specialisms. In addi 
tion , the Council has undertaken preparation of a small 
pamphlet for general circulation containing in lucid 
manner the type of services which the members of the 
Institute can render . 
Accounts 

The audited accounts of the hstitute for the year ended 
31st March 1972 . together with the Auditor s Roport, are 
annnexed to thi, Report. The accounts show a not surplus 
of Rs 37,369 in the year, as compared to a net deficit of 
Rs. 1, 50 315 in the previous year . This improvement was due 
to rise in income and reduction in expenditura through certain 
economy measures .
